27. A methochss^iprising the steps of: 
detecting a volta§fe*di|ference between a first voltage reference node and a second voltage 

reference node to determine when an electrostatic discharge event is occurring; 
providing conductive path through amyri§ter when the voltage difference is less than 
approximately 10 volts. 

28. The method of claim 27, wherein the first voltage reference nodekn4^he second voltage reference 
node are at a common potential during a normal mode of operation.
